As for the HDTV, try clamp-on ferrite beads on all the cables out of the 
set. (Common-mode chokes.) 


But, since every pixel is independently pulse-width-modulated on a 
plasma TV, there must be a lot of hash being emitted directly by the 
plasma panel. It may be hopeless, unless you can prove it violates FCC 
Part 15, and sic the FCC on the vendor. (I don't know about these days, 
but in the mid 1980's, the FCC was damn serious about emissions and 
certifications. I saw them running "sting" operations at a trade show, 
looking for gear without certification stickers!) 


Oh, yeah, they sure make HF switcher supplies for low voltage lighting. 
Little thing the size of a patch of cigarettes will put out 150 watts, 

since it has a small ferrite core transformer. Not sure if the output 

was AC or DC, but it sure wasn't 60 Hz. It will also put out all sorts 
of HF hash. Well, until it takes one too many power surge hits, and it 
flakes out and dies, like mine did after 10 years. 


Analog transformers (UL rated) are definitely available for the LV 
lighting. Larger, and a lot heavier. I bought a honking 150 watt 
analog transformer at a local electrical supply place, to replace my 
dead switcher. Vendor is http://www.techlighting.com, I think mine is a 
ST1-L92-01. Not cheap, $75.86. Big, size of a coffee can. 


Point out to your neighbors that the transformer will last forever, 
where the existing switcher will die in 10 years. You may have to chip 
in on the cost. 


All analog radio listeners are ultimately doomed, as compact fluorescent 
lamps take over. California has already banned the installation of 
Edison (screw) lamp sockets. You can only install GU24 twist-lock 
sockets that only take CF bulbs. (Gee, thanks Enron, for causing that 
whole electricity crisis in California! ) 


Maybe the LED lamps won't use the horrible switching ballasts, but it's 


going to be a few years until they take over from the wretched CF's.

Hopefully, I 
can buy them a new p/s (maybe linear) and eliminate at least this problem.

Hi Bob, 


I have the same 12 volt halogen lighting system. 

It uses a 20 KHz chopper to reduce the 120VAC line 
voltage down to 12 VDC. Each chopper outputs 12 Volts 
at 3 amps DC and is designed to power three 12 V, 1 
amp bulbs. The harmonics are vile and can be heard 
well into the 30 MHz region. 


I tried replacing one of the choppers with a Radio 


Shack 12 VAC 3 amp power transformer but after a short 
time you chould smell the varnish on the transformer. 
That got deinstalled in a hurry. Anythin g alarger and 
it could not be hidden under the kitchen cabinet 
skirt. 


So I ended up installing a separate off/on switch to 
the AC input of the two choppers. The lights stay off 
while I'm receiving. Not a practical solution for a 
neighbour but certainly works good for me.

One beam pulsed in a burst lasting just 50 nanoseconds 
disrupts your vehicle's electrical system. The radiation can overload wires, 
or damage or upset your car's central microprocessor. 


Their prototype is 5 feet long, 3 feet wide, 1 foot thick, and weighs just 
under 200 pounds. With proper funding, it may be possible to create a device 
weighing only 50 pounds that works from 600 feet away. 


It operates on the same general principle as a microwave oven, but at a 300 
megahertz frequency, rather than your standard microwave oven, which 
operates at about 2.5 gigahertz.
